In intermittent albuminuria,

in the urine Intermittent albumi­ 
nuria often is first recognized dur­ 
ing childhood It is most frequent 
in youngsters between the ages of 
13 and 16 years, and is uncommon 
after 25.

Who Killed OPA? 
Those who aigued that the way to stabilize the cast 
of living was to get rid of OPA because it interfered 
with production are being taunted with their apparent 
failure. 
It is being charged against them that they 
killed OPA and thereby raised the cost of living 
There are four things wrong with the accusation 
1 OPA was not kiihd 
It died. 
The issue was 
whether to bury it. or let it decay above ground at the 
ex pense of enterprise which needed to be released from 
the red tape of price and profit regulation. 
2 The cost of living continues to be an indetermin­ 
ate factor. It is an absolute factor only in the hands 
of those who want to prove something 
The cast of 
living is not using for everybody for the simple rea­ 
son that millions of Americans cannot permit it to 
rise. 
3. Many prices have gone up sharply and haven't 
come down. Some have gone up and come down Others 
didn't go up at all Some are still rising and may not 
stop rising for a long time 
Generalizations about 
prices are as tricky as generalizations about the cost 
of living. 
4 It was never claimed that prices would be re­ 
duced immediately if OPA were disposed of. It only 
was claimed that prices could not be reduced until sup­ 
ply satisfied demand, and that this could not happen 
while OPA regulations were interfering with produc­ 
tion Eventually. OPA would have to be buried, unless 
the United States intended to practice price and profit 
regulation, the argument ran. so why not bury it now? 
The longer the government held cn, the 
harder it 
would be to let go—a prediction that has been borne 
out bv its ex perience with sugar

questio n him abo ut false passpo rts.

trict atto rney to present to a grand 
jury . Co nv ictio n o f co ntem pt o f the 
ho use is punishable by up to $1.000 
fine and a y ear in jail.
